Response to Amendment 

1. The Petition under 35 C.F.R. 1.144 and 1.181, submitted 7-21-05, was 
premature in light of the fact that the restriction requirement found in the previous Office 
Action was not made final. Accordingly the Applicant's Petition has been considered as 
a request for reconsideration of the rejections of the claims found in the last Office 
action. 

2. Claims 1-7 were pending in the case at the time of the previous Office Action in 
the case. Claims 1-7 were cancelled and new claims 8-15 were entered by the 
amendment filed 6-1-2004. Claims 8-15 are pending and have been examined.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-15 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field, Kramer 6,466,539, and Weber 5,673,389, singly 
and in combination with each other and the other relevant prior art in the field, fail to 
teach the features found in the independent claim of transmission of a multi-bit message 
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having a check bit and at least one load bit, from a bus controller to an addressed I/O 
unit with acceptance of the load bit at the I/O unit based upon verification that the check 
bit has not been transmitted in a previous multi-bit message from the bus controller.
